Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued the coils are not in the slots of the core. The 
examiner dissagrees, the coils are shown and disclosed to be in the slot. Applicant argues the slots are not sealed off. 
The examiner disagrees. The slots are sealed by the stator tube 3, which is disclosed as extending across the entire 
length of the machine and shown in figure 1 . The drawings showing a gap between the tubes 3 and 4, and contact 
between the laminated stator core and the tube 3 to seal the slots (as shown in the advisory action).
